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THE WELSH ARE A NATION BY THEMSELVES

ize huadted years of politcal identity have uecerly failed to smooth 
out the differences between the English and the Welsh. Even 20 
miles from the Welsh border, you cannot fail to notice how the 
Welsh sing-song begins to creep into the voice, how the voices tend 
to lift pitch at the end of sentences, how v's begin to soften to f's and 
how even young girls tend to the black John L. Lewis concentration 
about the eyes. 

Worn out by the London blitz, my wife and I had decided to 
take a two-week vacation and visit some of the most obscure parts 
of Wales by car, by bicycle, by train and bus and on foot. 

We crossed over into Wales by an old toll bridge across the Wye. 
Ir’s rare to see a toll bridge nowadays, but this one had been owned 
by a couple of local families for two or three hundred years and the 
present-day descendants had so far defied all efforts of the local 
authority to buy up the rights. 

They'd buile ewo little coll houses at either side of the entrance on 
the English side. In one house there used to live an old man of the 
one family and in the other house a blowsy woman of the other fam- 
ily. They cook alternate shifts. Then one night a fire broke out on 
one side, burned down the house with the old man in it, leaving the 
woman to take the tolls on her own. She now does an all-day-and- 
night shift herself, day in and day out, Sundays included. 

Striking across the high country on foot coward Builth Wells, we 
asked the way of a man who turned out to be an exhuntsman turned 
pub-owner. He showed us the way but warned us, ‘You'll have co 
be careful with che folks over there. They're queer at the best of 
times, but now they're sure to take you for German parachutists. 
You'd better say you're a friend of Pite the huntsman. Everybody 
knows me in these parts.” 

Later on we found the words “Pitt the huntsman’” to be a valuable 
password, for the Welsh are notoriously ingrown and suspicious. 
Most of them in the wild uplands live so remote and primitive a life 
that the stranger from no more than 30 miles away is looked on as a 
“foreigner.” 

We arrived at Builth Wells, in peacetime a fairly well patronized 
spa but now very much deserted except for the usual quota of 
evacuees. These are cither children or mothers officially evacuated— 
mostly poor—or richer, voluntary evacuees, The Government evac- 
uees are accommodated with some show of grace by the townspeople, 
but there is much resentment about the rich refugees, because they 
have much more money than the working inhabitants and somehow 
manage to fly about the town and the near countryside in their cars, 
despite the petrol restrictions 

The only useful occupation of the richer evacuee women is a 
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“spot” of houschold shopping 
in the mornings, and here, with 
their longer purses and. still 
longer leisure hours, they have 
the working mothers of the 
town at a disadvantage. With 
food particularly in short sup- 
ply, it’s hard for the locals to 
watch these women, usually in 
bobrailed fur coats and with 
a disconsolate poodle at their 
heels, buying upall the eatables 
for miles around. 

We stayed that night at a 
small old 16th Century pub 
called the Kings Arms. This 
was kept by an evacuee woman 
from Wimbledon, the tennis- 
court suburb of London. She 
had five daughters, none of 
whom knew a thing about 
hotel-keeping five months back 
when they left Wimbledon at 
the height of the London blitz; 
but now they seemed to be do-

ing preety well 

The Inniskilling Dragoons 
had been at Builth until a week 
before and while they were 
there the little bars of the Kings 
Arms were crowded to suffoca- 
tion nightly, the main atcrac- 
tion being the five daughters 
from London. But the Royal 
Artillery was expected shortly 
and, after that, a detachment of 
the Women’s Auxiliary Terri- 
torial Service—"‘to give the lo- 
cal boys a bit of a break," as it 
was said in the bar. 


We had breakfast next morn- 
ing served in bed by three of the 
five daughters in relays. Then 
we caught a train down the 
Towy valley to a small station 
called Llanwdra where we got 
out and pointed out the name 
of a nearby village called Llan- 
sadwyrn to a porter and asked 
him how to pronounce it. This 
is essential in Wales as pronun- 
ciations of place names bear 
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little relation to the spellings. 

When we got to Llansad- 
wyrn, we had a long powwow 
in the village post office as co 
the best way to get to Talley— 
which, for a change, is pro- 
nounced exactly as it is spelled. 
The postmaster, a learned Welsh 
pedane who peered atus through 
steel spectacles hanging on the 
end of his nose, treated us to a 
long disquisition on Welsh pro- 
nunciation and the jealous idio- 
syncrasies of the language. He 
explained just how the name 
of the village of Llanfairpwll- 
gwyngyllgogerychwyrndro- 
bwil-llantysiliogogogoch is 
pronounced. It goes: hlan-fair- 
poohl-gooin-gill-gogery-coorin- 
dro-boohl-hlant-seelee-goge- 
goch and apparently the “Ian- 
fair'’ part means Saint Mary's 
and the various "go's" water. 
Railway porters just call it 
“Hlanver"’ and leave it at that. 

Aborgorlech, one of our next 
stops, was deserted and it was 
only after several minutes of 
table thumping, whistling and 
hollering up the stairs of the 
pub that we managed co bring 
its proprietor to service. Her 
name turned out to be Elizabeth 
Rhyddergh (pronounced like 
the rough “rider’’ she was). 

She wore a rough cloth man’s 
hat with an old brown shawl 
tucked tightly under it, hang- 
ing thence over her shoulders 
and completely covering her 
cars and the back of her head. 
She was 85 years old and had 
kept the pub herself since her 
second husband died 30 years 
ago and had as much energy 
and vitality as a well-preserved 
woman of 55 or 60. She had 
tried several girls to help her in 
the pub bue had fired them all, 
as they didn’t know how to 
work, according to her oldtime 
specifications. “They make me 
mad,” she said, and the em- 
phasis on the “mad” nearly 
blew you off your seat. 

She told tales of her strenuous 
youth. How, when a young 
married woman of 20 or so, she 
milked the cows and “served” 
the farm animals, set off eleven 
miles to the nearest small cown 
and walked back with her 
market basket full—in time for 
the evening's milking. 

Her ideas abour the war were 
extremely vague but, in com- 
mon with all these Welsh 
mountain people, she somehow 
imagined the Germans coming 
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—if they did come—right over 
the neighboring hills. Like the 
rest of them, she was sure Hit- 
ler would be defeated in these 
mountains as the Romans had 
been before him. London, Brit-

We walked all thar afternoon 
down the beautiful valley of 
the Avon Cothi and finally 
pulled up at a lovely old Welsh 
hillfarm called Mais-y-Biddie 
where we spent two nights. 
The farmer was a rugged, slow- 
moving Shropshire man who'd 
married a Welsh wife. His views 
on the war were summed up in 
the following sentences: “It is 
the most futile, ridiculous, mur- 
derous thing. We're not behav- 
ing like grownups atall, but just 
like two vicious schoolboys 
throwing tin cans at each other. 
All the same," he added with 
slow emphasis, “If the Ger- 
mans came here I would fight to 
the last. If I have only three 
inches of string and it is mine 
and someone tries to take it 
from me by force, I will fight 
him.”* This man, I knew then, 
was English 

Two mornings after, we 
caught the once-weekly market 
bus into the ancient town of 
Carmarthen. Talk in the bus 
was mostly about the Swansea 
bombings. For three nights in 
succession, the busy Welsh port

Luftwaffe. Our fellow passen- 
gers told how an old ship hulk 
had been set afire a few miles 
out to sea to throw the Ger- 
man bombers off the track; how 
Grandpa and Grandma So-and- 
So, both between 70 and 80, 
had spent most of one night 
putting ouc incendiary bombs; 
how they enjoyed “the fire-

Just before the market bus 
swung into Carmarthen, we 


DLITZED SWANSEA CHURCH 
passed a 500-year-old tree 
railed round and with the lower 
part of its crunk heavily packed 
up with cement. The story goes 
that if and when the tree falls, 
Carmarthen will fall too. In 
these perilous times, it certain- 
ly had a sinister ominous look, 
though as one passenger reas- 
suringly remarked, “It's three- 
quarters cement, anyhow!" 


At Swansea, we made a bee 
line for the heavily bombed 
areas and came to the imme- 
diate conclusion that, for its 
size, Swansea had probably had 
arelatively heavier pasting than 
any other city, Coventry in- 
cluded. Most of Swansea's pop- 
ulation of under200,000 is thick- 
ly concentrated into an area of 
about one-and-a-half square 
miles. You could literally stand 
at any corner of this block and 
look 200 yards straight ahead 
and sce buildings on one side 
and complete devastation on the 
other. Looking into the block 
we found not a single building 
left standing. 

But the Luftwaffe’s main ob- 
jective—the Swansea docks 
more than a mile away from 
the shopping center—were un- 
damaged. This kind of colossal 
error has happened before and 
there are explanations for it. 
But the British Intelligence 
doesn’t like tosee them printed.

British get out of Greece but face revolt in Iraq; America moves nearer to convoys 


“Ibis never too late to betray Britain,” said a British 
spokesman in London last week, “but it might be too 
early.” The latest betrayal had come in the Arab 
State of Iraq (pop. 3,670,000), which Great Britain 
freed in 1918. A pro-Nazi Arab nobleman named 
Sayid Rashid Ali al-Gailani had seized the Iraq Gov- 
ernment a month ago and 
kicked out the Regent for 
the Boy King Feisal. The 
British sent a few troops 
into Iraq three weeks ago 
by way of the Persian Gulf 
and the port of Basra. 
Last week the British sent 
a few more and Rashid Ali 
protested, though the Brit- 
ish have the treaty right to 
move troops through Iraq. 
RASHID ALT Rashid Ali surrounded 
the Royal Air Force baseat Habbania, west of Bagdad, 
and at week’s end proceeded to shell the handful of Air 
Force crews and besieged British women and chil- 
dren. The British planes had already left. They came 
back to bomb the Iraq guns. Rashid Ali’s troops oceu- 
pied the Iraq oil fields,cut off the vital flow through the 
pipe line to Palestine and issued frantic appeals to 
all Arabs and the Nazi Army to save him. He had 
perhaps acted too early for the Nazis to save him. 


Defeat But Not Disaster. Day by day the facts of the 
h defeat in Greece came out. Prime Minister 
Il announced that of 60,000 British troops, 
including one Australian and one New Zealand di 
sion and British armored, motorized and air force 
troops, at least 45,000 had escaped from Greece. The 
Germans claimed to have captured 8,200 men, “de- 
stroyed” 900,000 tons of shipping. ‘The British sol- 
diers had got a little more experience of the German 
shock troops who “attacked like mad men.” As the 
German planes swarmed 
overhead, bombing and 
strafing, the British Impe- 
rials marched three abreast 
down to the shore, holding 
their ranks, singing Even 
Hitler Had A Mother and 
Yon Bonnie Braes. 

The Battle of Greece 
was a British defeat but 
not a disaster. Its decisive 
factor, said the Australian 
War Minister P, C. Spen- 
der, was the Germans’ overwhelming superiority in 
planes and fighting vehicles, against which “a rifle is 
as useless asa bow and arrow.” Actually the Battle 
of Greece was merely an outpost engagement in the 
larger battle for the Suez Canal and the eastern 
Mediterranean. The British had expected defeat, as 
they must always expect defeat as long as they have 
40 divisions against Germany’s 250, But numerical 
strength alone was not what brought defeat so quickly 
in the Balkans. It was German mechanization versus 
British lack of mechanization.

Last week Winston Churchill 
shifted several Cabinet horses in midstream. Lord 
Beaverbrook was given a new post as Minister of 
State and his old post as Minister of Aircraft Pro- 
duction was given to Lieutenant Colonel John T. H.

America and the Atlantic. In Washington last week 
the eyes of the White House, of Congress and of the 
vy Department were fixed on the Battle of the 
Atlantic. To reporters on April 29 the President 
reiterated his determination to extend the U. S. 
neutrality patrol far out across the sea, even, if neces- 
sary, into the German combat zone around the Bri 
ish Isles. ‘The next day he ordered Rear Admiral 
Emory S. Land, chairman of the Maritime Commis- 
sion, to acquire a pool of 2,000,000 tons of merchant. 
shipping, domestic and foreign. Admiral Land worked 
quickly. Only 24 hours later it was revealed that 50 
U.S. oil tankers, manned by U. S. crews, would soon 
begin a shuttle service conveying British oil from 
South American to North American ports. 

But it was evident that all these maneuvers were 
mere stop-gaps, designed temporarily to placate both 
Britons and Americans who demanded stronger ac- 
tion. Many a naval expert expressed doubt as to the 
feasibility of the U. S. oceanic patrol. The question 
yet to be answered was: will U. S. warships protect 
U. S. cargoes in transit to Britain, even at risk of 
shooting? More and more influential voices were 
raised in behalf of convoys. In the Senate convoys 
were openly urged for the first time by Pennsy! 
nia’s New Deal Senator Guffey. 


Dollars for Defense. On May 1 thousands of thrifty 
patriotic Americans stood in line in banks and post 


offices throughout the land waiting their turn to buy 
Defense Savings Bonds and Defense Savings Stamps 
issued by the Government to help finance the U. 8. 
war effort. In Washington, President Roosevelt pur- 
chased the first bond and announced that it had been 
made out in the name of his wife as beneficiary. He 
also bought ten stamps to put in ten books, one for 
each of his ten grandchildren. 

From this great lending campaign, which will em- 
ploy all kinds of publicity, including blimps (see be- 
low), the Treasury hopes to realize $6,330,000,000.

DOR FELLER 


BASEBALL IDOL DEVOTES HIMSELF TO 


CARE AND WORSHIP OF HIS RIGHT ARM 
by ST. CLAIR McKELWAY 


F ank Capra, the director-philosopher of Hollywood, 
demonstrated more or less convincingly in the film 
called Meet John Dee (starring Gary Cooper) that a base- 
ball piccher has great potentialities as a social reformer. 
Until che powers of iniquity double-crossed Capi 
fictional baseball pitcher, the young man had almost suc 
ceeded in making America over. America then slumped 
back co its normal state. 

The most celebrated baseball pitcher in real life at the 
moment is Robert William Andrew Feller of the Cleve- 
land Indians. He is a 22-year-old Towa farm boy with 
x face as honest and guileless as Gary Cooper's, and he 
is unquestionably the idol of several generations of 
Americans, ranging in age from 7 to 70. They represent 
every city, town and village in the land, speak of him 
familiarly as "Bob" and talk about him by the hour, 
with enthusiasm. Whether his influence on his follow- 
ers has been good or bad is a question that may confound 
sociologists in years to come, If the moral fiber of the 
American begins to crumble this summer, the 
evil may eventually be traced to the public worship of 
Feller, which began in 1936 when he struck out 17 big- 
league batters in nine innings. 

The feat that raised Feller to the status of a major 
U.S. influence occurred during his first year in the major 
ince then his importance has 
grown in direct ratio to his proficiency which has 
sprouted like a bay tree. Since then he has raised his 
strike-out record to 18 men in one game. On the open- 
ing day of the 194o season, he effected a no-hit, no-run 
victory against the Chicago White Sox, the first opening 
game of its kind in go years. Later in 1940 he pitched 31 
complete games, Last week he won his fourth game of the 
1941 scason and achieved his 1,00und big-league strike 
out, Feller now holds a record number of new Ameri- 
an League pitching records. When last winter the Sport- 
ing News named him the No. 1 major-league baseball 
player, it was an inevitable statement of the obvious.

Herbert Spencer wrote that excellence at billiards is a sign of a 
misspent youth. Feller has proved to his vast following that a mis- 
spent youth is a sure way to excellence at baseball pitching, if not at 
billiards, When he was barely old enough to play catch, Feller began 
systematically to ignore the worthwhile things that surrounded him 
on his parents’ farm. He took no interest in birds, animals, plants or 
the good earth. Spring, to him, was the season for oiling up the 
glove; harvest time merely meant the burgeoning of the world’s 
series on the radio. He was dilatory and inexpert about doing chores. 
He split few rails. He read no good books at night but instead went 
to the movies, hoping to sce a newsreel of a baseball game. Fields, to 
him, were not wheat, corn and barley, but right, left and center. The 
only time he ever got into a farm machine of his own free will was 
one day in his early ‘teens when he borrowed his father’s light pick- 
up truck, hitched a stone-float to it and dragged the float around a 
meadow to make it into a baseball diamond. In short, Feller directed 
his energies toward making his life all play and no work. 

The rewards of this wholesale lack of virtues have been stag- 
geting. Feller carns around $40,000 a year and employs a Des Moines 
lawyer to look after his annuity investments. When not playing 
baseball, he lives luxuriously with his parents in a new, nine-room 
brick house which he built for them at a cost of $25,000. The house 
has ewo bathrooms, three bedrooms, a recreation room and a shoot- 
ing gallery. Nearby is a two-car garage, a flood-lit skating rink and 
a tennis court, Feller’s mother and father spend winters in Florida 
at his expense. On the long summer evenings in the new farmhouse, 
Feller’s younger sister, instead of cutting out paper dolls, clips stories 
about her brother our of the newspapers and pastes them in a scrap- 
book. In a second scrapbook she pastes photographs of him. 


A life of grueling recreation 


The only hope of moral salvation for Feller and his thousands of 
worshipers seems to lie in the fact that Feller plays harder than most 
men work. He hardly makes a move without thinking of what 
effect it may have on his game, and how his right arm may react toit. 
His application to his pastime is so intense that he may eventually 
foster a new axiom: that all play and no work makes a young man a 
bit dull. It is possible that, as he grows older and mellower, he will 
see the folly of his ways and will relieve his grucling recreation with 
a little labor. In recent months he has begun to exert himself half- 
heartedly with an amateur movie camera given him by admiring sports- 
writers, and doesn’t mind toiling around a dance floor occasionally, 
provided he can go home early for his customary nine hours" sleep. 
He is far from deliverance, however. ‘Taking movies keeps your eyes 
on the alert,” he says gravely, ““and dancing is awfully good for the 
footwork—and a lot depends on a pitcher's eyesight and footwork.” 

Big-league baseball, an institution which might puzzle a man from 
Mars or even a visitor from Mexico, employs 4oo players and hun- 
dreds of other workers, including such varied specialists as physi- 
cians, bat boys, accountants and horticulturists, and pays them 
around $10,000,000 a year for their services. It possesses a plant con- 
sisting of 14 ball parks worth something over $14,000,000 and it col- 
lects in admissions more than $10,000,000 annually from some 10, 
000,000 faithful fans who pay in the neighborhood of $1.10 per per- 
son per game in order to see big-league baseball with their own eyes. 
Inessence, the game behind this complex and ramified industry could 
be summed up prosaically as follows: the pitcher tries to throw 
the ball so the batter can't hit it. It is because baseball, no matter 
which way you look at it, comes down to this fundamental struggle

between pitcher and batter that good pitchers and good batters are 
the players in whom fans are most interested. As the outstanding 
big-league pitcher, Feller is thus carrying an enormous load of re- 
sponsibility, and carrying it mostly with one arm—his right. 
Feller faces this responsibility with the solemnity of a bacteriologist 
in a gown and mask peeping into a microscope. He knows what his 
right arm means to him and what it means to his devoted followers. 
His attitude toward his right arm is almost religious. He glances at 
it reverently from time except when he is asleep, and refers 
to it mystically as “Ie’s bothering me this morning,” he may 
remark to a teammate at breakfast, or ‘It sure feels good roday.”” 
“How is it?"’ is the question constantly in the back of Feller’s head. 


Feller's arm is coddled like a baby 


In explaining how he throws a certain kind of ball, Feller will 
gladly demonstrate in slow motion in a hotel room the subtle and 
graceful movements of shoulder, elbow, wrist and fingers. He does 
this with che enthusiasm of a jeweler showing off the inside of a 
precious timepiece which he did not make but passionately admires. 
“Look at it!" Feller will exclaim delightedly. “Notice that lice 
twist there just as its fingers let go the ball?" He is a modest, good- 
natured, self-effacing young man and is awed by the arm rather than 
proud of it. He seems to feel a little as some early saine might have 
felt if he had looked in a mirror one morning and discovered a circle 
of incandescence poised trustingly over his hair. Feller would no 
more think of trying to evade his mission than Joan of Arc would 
have thought of stuffing cotton in her ears at sundown. 

Feller’s comprehension of che importance of his right arm is so 
keen and deep that it produces unconscious physical reactions as 
well as spiritual ones. A great singer, if forced by circumstances to 
yell ‘Help! or Fire!"’, will instinctively refrain from raising his 
voice to a pitch that might injure his vocal cords. Similarly, Bill 
Robinson, the distinguished tap dancer, who has in his career found 
it necessary to hit people over the head with billiard cues and re- 
volver butts, would never so far forget himself as to kick somebody 
with one of his incredible feet. It is the same way with Feller and 
his right arm. Going through a crowd at the entrance to a ball park, 
Feller instinctively uses his left arm for pushing; he keeps his right arm 
close to his side, protecting it as if it were a piece of fragile china. 
Feeling his way through a dark room, he puts out his left hand co 
find the light switch; if he scumbles, it is his left arm that goes up 
in a reflex motion to break his fall. If he ever swings on an um- 
pire, the chances are a hundred to one that he will try a left hook. 

‘As the 1941 big-league baseball season trots into its second month, 
the future seems to promise two scparate developments in the Feller 
cycle, either of which may cause disturbance. The first has to do 
with the present world conflict, the second with Feller’s personal 
war with the batters who oppose him. Feller is of draft age, has 
no dependents, is in excellent physical shape, and holds Number 
7846. With public approval of intervention in European affairs vis- 
ibly increasing at the moment, the drafting of Feller might cause a 
sudden popular swing back to isolationism, resulting in a tiresome 
detour in the stream of history. Feller himself has been struck dumb 
by the possibility of being asked to use a right arm such as the one he 
has for carrying a gun. It scems evident that his feelings are exactly 
what the feelings of a man like Grover Whalen would be, forexample, 
if he were ordered to take a job mecting trains at a reception center. 

Feller’s war with the batters is simpler and more direct than the 
European conflict. He is convinced that opposition thirdbase coach- 
es have learned to divine, before he throws the ball, what kind of a 
pitch he is going to make. He claims that these unscrupulous wiz~

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ards often flash a coded signal to the batter, indicating before Feller 
lets go the ball that Feller is throwing a curve which will start out 
straight for the batter's head but will alter its course before it gets 
there and go across a corner of the plate, scoring a strike. The bat- 
ter, thus informed, waits confidently for the curve to “break,” 
instead of getting out of the way. When it breaks he slugs the ball, 
scoring a hit. Feller calls this “'stealing pitches” and has admicted 
he might be driven to reprisals if the batters and coaches don’t stop 
doing it. He says, “If they are looking for a curve and accidentally 
get a fast one, it wouldn't surprise me any." The players on teams 
opposing Feller say that if he hits one of their men they will mob 
him. The whole controversy thus adds to every game in which Fel- 
ler pitches an extra spice which pleases fans and club owners alike. 

Whereas a prizefighter trains hard for a few weeks before a fight 
and then is able to let down again, a pitcher must work himself up 
to a sharp-edged condition in the spring and then try to stay that way 
all summer. Feller’s big problem is to feel in perfect shape every 
time he gets into the box. This involves not only ‘‘it’’ but his whole 
body, and also the complicated make-up of his nervous system. His 
life during the season becomes a constant, unrelenting effort to circum- 
vent the effects of minor strains, both physical and mental. In gen- 
eral, Feller manages this struggle singlehanded, deciding for him- 
self, for example, when he ought to get ten hours’ sleep instead of 
nine, and when he ought to take a long walk in the evening instead 
of going to the movies or sitting around a hotel lobby with his 
teammates. 

On the whole, his job of keeping mentally and physically fit is not 
as difficult as it might be because his body runs like a Rolls-R 
engine, his nerves seem to be made of fence wire and his mind is 
chronically clear and open. He supervises his own diet, studying 
the menu carefully and nearly always ending up with roast beef, 
steak or seafood for dinner or lunch and orange juice, cereal and eggs 
for breakfast. He knows the danger of over-training, a condition 
which may make him jumpy and frecful. When he feels such a mood 
approaching from a long way off, he is apt to say, at the end of 
dinner, "Hell, I'm feeling too serious, I'm going to have pie a la 
mode tonight." Pie a la mode, or some other rich and starchy des- 
sert, fixes his nerves right up nine times out of ten. When he isn’t 
feeling serious he just has plain stewed fruit or plain ice cream. 


Lefty Weismann keeps “it” in shape 


In handling his right arm itself, Feller enjoys the collaboration of 
one Lefty Weismann, the Indians’ trainer, whose job it is to massage 
the players before and after games and sometimes at night if they 
seem to need it. Lefty is a sort of free-lance, catch-as-catch-can all- 
round medicine man and bonesetter, although he has no medical 
degree. His simple rule is to look after the players himself unless 
they have a fever of over 101°, at which point he reluctantly curns 
them over to the Indians’ accredited physician, usually with a word 
or two of advice. Lefty was once a newsboy in Boston. His life was 
revolutionized when the late Tris Speaker met him, liked him and got 
him into big-league baseball as a locker-room attendant. In time, 
Lefty became so interested in massage and in the structure of the 
human form that he used to sneak into a Cleveland medical school at 
night under false pretenses and talk the attendants of the dissecting 
room into letting him cut up a body or two for his private instru 
tion. He worked mostly on arms, Today, he has the unscientific 
approach of a great diagnostician, relying not only on knowledge 
and observation but on a sort of sixth sense which tells him the 
secret condition of a deltoid or a latissimus, nearly always with ap- 
parent accuracy. Like the distinguished Dr. Emanuel Libman of 
New York, who at a musical comedy will point to a pretty blonde 
and inform his theater companion that she has incipient anaemia, 
Lefty can spot hidden physical faults at a distance. “His deltoid is 
spongy today,” he will remark, sitting in the dugout and pointing 
to an opposing pitcher in whose throw he has observed an imperfec- 
tion. On his massage table, Lefty has been known to sniff critically 
around one of his own pitcher's shoulder blades, to nod in a knowing 
way, and then to prescribe a certain kind of rubbing to cure the ailing 
member. "She's sort of scorched inside there from the heat," he will 
mutter confidently. Occasionally diagnosticians of the medical world 
employ a similar olfactory technique. 

Lefty and Feller confer over Feller’s “‘it”’ like a couple of high- 
powered surgeons in a millionaire’s sickroom. “It’s the least bit 
creaky here under the deltoid,"’ Feller may say, taking off his shire. 
“Uh-huh,” Lefty says musingly, feeling the arm, cocking an car at 
i and perhaps putting his nose to it once or twice.

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Bob," he will then say judiciously. “We'll give it the half hitch 
after priming and then the small stretch. If it’s not smooth this 
afternoon we'll give it a quick diathermy, Whaddaya say?” 
“Okay,” Feller will reply after a moment's hesitation. “But easy on 
the stretch, Lefty, because I think ie’s the stuff under the deltoid, see?"” 

Feller has various little systems for taking care of himself and “‘it"” 
on his own hook. He sometimes does finger exercises with his right 
hand while holding in his left the newspaper in which he is reading 
about yesterday's games. He usually knows the night before what 
sort of workout he will take the next day in order to keep on feeling 
the way he wants to feel. “I'm going to put in quite a bit of work 
tomorrow," he will confess to a teammate at bedtime. Accordingly, he 
will practice fielding for ten minutes, warm up gently, and then run 
solemnly up and down the field for half an hour before the game 
starts. This would be on a day when he is not pitching, of course. Al- 
though his schedule calls for him to pitch about every fourth day, he 
is required to be on the field at every game, mostly for promotional 
purposes. 

When he is going to pitch, Feller will warm up for ten minutes 
or so just before the game starts, On a warm day he warms up for 
12 of 13 minutes, on a cold day for 15. As with his choice of food 
and his mental hygiene, Feller decides for himself when his arm is 
properly warmed up. 

In the course of a game Feller makes between 115 and 130 pitches. 
He may throw a fast ball, a slider, a sailer or a curve, using a side- 
arm, a three-quarter or an overhand motion. His best ball, of course, 
is the fast one. Nobody has been able to tell to date exactly how 
fast Feller’s fast ball goes. A clumsy test was held last season in- 
volving a policeman on a motorcycle, The policeman was supposed 
to get going as fast as he could along a road which had been thought- 
fully roped off and when he passed Feller, Feller was to throw a base- 
ball at a target furcher down the road. Various big-league baseball 
officials and journalists were on hand to sce whether the ball got to 
the target before the policeman passed it. They say it did. The 
motorcycle was going 85 m. p. h. 


Speed and hop make ball hard to see 


The batters who face Feller during the season testify that his fast 
ball is faster than any pitcher's has ever been. They affirm that it is 
practically invisible and that when you do get a glimpse of it, it is 
making, in addition to its forward movement, a peculiar, upward 
hopping motion known as the “hop."” This is caused by the back 
spin the fast ball gets as it leaves Feller’s fingers. The fingers of 
Feller’s “‘it’’ are broad, not over-long, and two of them are heavily 
calloused, One callus is on che inside of the thumb kauckle joint 
and the other is on the inside of the third finger. They almost go 
away in the winter and sprout again in early spring 

Pitching a full game on a hot day, Feller sometimes loses as much 
as 41b. Along about the seventh inning he is apt to feel tired and, 
if he does, he soaks a sponge in an ammonia solution and sniffs it 
until he feels pulled together again, Depending on whether he feels 
hot to a precise degree known only to himself, he may douse his 
wrists in ice water once or twice during a game to cool off. He con- 
siders all these things carefully, looking at all sides of the matter, 
before deciding he needs a sniff of ammonia or a wrist-submersion in 
ice water. After a hot day's game, he gets an alcohol rubdown from 
Lefty, goes to his hotel, drinks a glass of hot salt water to counteract 
the heavy perspiration, takes a nap, then a shower, and then a big 
dinner of roast beef, steak or seafood

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Bob Feller likes billiards because it sharpens his eyes. He also likes skeet sh 


hunting, Best of all he likes to drive his car fast, has been arrested several t 
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uniforms for himself and “‘it,"" for use on especially hot days. This 
is a rather momentous step for a pitcher to take, somewhat akin to 
the decision of a self-made man to buy himself a suit of tails in addi- 
tion to dinner clothes. Feller thought it over for many days and, 
having looked at the situation from every angle, finally decided on 
buying the lightweight uniforms. “‘I'm going to get ‘em,’ he an- 
nounced one day to Lefty, who is a sort of father confessor to the 
Indians. “I chink you're doing the smart thing, personally,” said 
Lefty. The lightweight uniforms are a great success and Feller is now 
satisfied that he made no mistake when he finally made up his mind 
to get them. “You become less hot, sec?"” he has explained in sum- 
ming up the effect of the special uniforms, 

In Cleveland, Feller lives at the Tudor Arms, a residential club, 
sharing asuite with an outfielder named “Soup” Campbell. They have 
two bedrooms and a parlor. Incoming phone calls are sifted by the 
switchboard to eliminate drunks and bet-settlers who frequently call 
in and ask impertinent questions. 

On road crips also, Feller and Campbell room together. Like most 
ballplayers, Feller passes many mornings and evenings sitting around 
the lobby and talking about occupational problems or keeping up 
with the news. He spends most of his time with his teammates, 
occasionally going with them to a quict party at somebody's house 
or to a dance or the movies. In St. Louis, they sometimes attend the 
open-air Municipal Operas at Forest Park on passes which the Opera 
people give the ball teams in exchange for bascball passes. 


His footwork practice confuses dancing partners 

Feller is big, solidly built, a fraction under 6 ft. tall and weighs, 
on a year-round average, about 185 Ib. He has a longish face with a 
generous mouth and clear, intelligent eyes. His father was Swiss- 
French and his mother French-German. Toward everything except 
‘it,"’ Feller has an easy-going, half-humorous attitude, laughs easily 
at jokes and at funny situations (such as an opposing shortstop boot- 
ing a grounder) and enjoys himself in a restrained, agricultural way. 
He thinks twice, sometimes three times, about almost everything 
that comes up in his life, reaching decisions slowly and with shrewd- 
ness. He has never smoked and chews not tobacco but gum. He will 
occasionally take a glass of beer or wine if he thinks his condition 
will allow it, but not otherwise. He likes to dance but is apt to con- 
fuse his partner because, thinking about his footwork and how the 
dancing helps it, he sometimes absent-mindedly squirms his ankle 
around as if putting his foot in the box or turning for a throw to first. 

He likes girls well enough but has thus far escaped being identified 
with any particular girl by the gossip writers, which is a neat feat in 
itself. People from his lowa neighborhood often call him up when 
they find themselves in a city in which he happens to be playing and 
he is always glad to see them. He writes to his mother and father 
and sister often and telephones them now and then. On the whole, 
Feller probably finds people less interesting than games. He plays, 
besides baseball, table tennis, tennis, golf and billiards and, during 
the off season, goes in for skating on his own rink or for trap and 
target shooting. He likes billiards and shooting because he feels 
they aid the eyes. The other games not only aid the eyes but are also 
good for the footwork. 

Like all athletes, he has his personal superstitions about how to 
win. He always tries to strike out the first batter. To the uninitiated, 
this might seem an obvious move for a pitcher to make, but many 
pitchers think it is better to let the first man fly out or be thrown out 
at first, and most of them will tell you that, except in the case of home 
runs and other palpable accidents, the batter did exactly what they

were trying to make him do. “I figured he'd take that wide one and 
fly to center," a pitcher may say, referring to a play which forced the 
centerfielder torun his legs half off and catch the fly one-handed. Feller, 
more realistic, says: “I just get in there and throw them hard. I figure 
if I can strike out the first man, the others have their self-confidence 
reduced by just that much, and the more I can strike out after that 
the better. Besides, if you strike out the first man, that’s one out." 

Feller was born on the edge of an Iowa village named Van Meter 
on Nov. 3, 1918. He is of the depression generation, rather than the 
post-war one, having learned to read the newspapers about the time 
of the stock-market crash, and having begun to be conscious of 
economic conditions about the time of the bank holiday, There is 
baseball legend that his father deliberately set out to make him « 
pitcher but both Feller and his father deny this. His father, William 
H. Feller, was a comparatively well-to-do farmer, and when Bob was 
growing up had around 360 acres under cultivation, mostly in grain. 
There was a herd of 75 Hereford cattle and about the same number of 
hogs. His father had played baseball as a youth, however, and so 
had Mrs, Feller’s father, and there was more than usual interest in 
the game around the farm and the nearby village of Van Meter, The 
elder Feller bought the best gloves for the boy and helped him organ- 
ize neighborhood teams. There was a tacit understanding between 
them that if Bob could become a professional baseball player instead 
of a farmer, so much the better for him—and that gettinglgood marks 
in school was not the most important thing in the world. 

The father and son were great companions and Mrs. Feller tells 
today how when they were off playing catch together behind the 
barn or going off somewhere to a sand-lot game, they were always 
late for dinner. When Bob's younger sister was born, the mother has 
related, she thought the two males might become more home-loving 
but she was disappointed. “They looked at her a little while and 
then went off to play catch,” she says. By the time Bob was in high 
school, he was making from $35 to $50 a Sunday playing semi-pro 
ball in Iowa towns within a couple of hundred miles of his home, 
and he says he decided then that it was as good a business to be in as 
any. “I knew I was going to make ic my career,” he says, “and, 
anyway, I liked to play baseball better than I liked ro do anything 
else, and I still do.’” He says he did noe distinguish himself in his 
studies, and his claim is borne out by an essay which he wrote in 
one of the early grades. It is still preserved by Mr. O. E. Lester, 
superintendent of the Van Meter school. Ic is called “My Life,” and 
its most eloquent passage reads as follows 

“When I was a tree, I was made into lumber and they cut me down 
and made me into a big board and the manuel training boys got me 
and made me into a home plate on the baseball diamond, and that's 
the end.”

he one-room country school is a cornerstone of the American legend. Within 
its weather-beaten walls, at desks scarred by the knives of whittling boys, 
the pioncer generations of America le

year, employs 1,000,000 people and exists in hundreds of thousands of fin 
buildings. Even in most rural areas, the automobile and the school 
now take children to central, modern schools.

Lately the chief Mos- 
Jem leader, Mohammed Ali Jinnah, has come out 
flatly with the proposal that India be divided be- 
tween Moslems and Hindus. 

To all India’s pleas for independence, Britain re- 
plies in the famous inscription at Delhi: “Liberty 
will not descend to a people: a people must raise 
themselves to liberty. It is a blessing and it must be 
earned before it can be enjoyed. 

‘The British have not done much to push India’s 
capacity for liberty. In any case India is still fan- 
tastically far from having any earmarks of a free 
democracy. The Hindu leaders, who pretend to 
speak for the masses, are nearly all British-educated 
lawyers and carry themselves like maharajas. The 
mob speaks at their bidding, but the masses of 
India never speak. They can barely stagger under 
the burden of ten religions, 3,000,000 gods, incom- 
petent leaders and grinding poverty. Yet the Hin- 
dus are the most purely intellectual people on earth, 
the greatest dreamers and the nearest to the ideais of 
Jesus Christ.
